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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicants' amendment filed on April 26, 2006 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-6, 14-15 and 16-18 are withdrawn. Claims 11-13 and 27-28 are 
amended. Now, Claims 7-13 and 19-28 are pending for consideration. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in prior Office Action(s). 

3. Applicants should notice that the identifiers of Claims 27 and 28 should be 
"Currently Amended". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Rejection of Claims 7-10 and 19-26 under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lubbers (US 5 739 245) is maintained because the rejection is 
adequately set forth in paragraph 5 of Paper No. 020406. Applicant's arguments 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The focus argument 
related to the core patentability is discussed below. 
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For Applicants' argument (page 12, 3 rd paragraph), note that Lubbers' 
polymer does have at least two moieties containing SiR*R 2 R 3 groups that can be a 
siloxy groups because R 1 , R 2 and R 3 can be groups represented by formula V. 

For Applicants' argument (page 12, 4 th paragraph), the claim language of 
Claim7 does not require the presence of three-branched polysiloxane segments. 
Applicants further argue "wherein the terminal groups Ri linked to the Si atoms are 
selected from the group consisting of C 6 -36 aryl ether and Cmo alkyl ether (which 
are not disclosed by Lubbers)". However, Applicants are reminded that R 1 , R 2 and 
R in Lubbers' SiR R R groups can be groups represented by formula V.
